DOUGLAS (Ariz.) May 8&.—With 
Juarez under fire, the insurrecto bands 
in Sonora are moving up the Nacozari 
Valley, for the fourth battle of Agua 
Prieta. | 

The rebel leaders, with the break- 
ing of the armistice, dispatched cour- 
fers to the camps of the different 
bands, calling for a concentration of 
forces for this movement. Among 
those expected to take part in the at- 
tack is Rojas with his command of 
400, encamped near Cumpas: Anaco- 
to Giron, who has about the same 
number of men at Pilares, nedr Naco- 
zari; Juan Cabral and-his large band, 
stationed a little to the west of Fron- 
teras’; Antonio Garcia with 600 men, 
who have probably today united with 
Cabral’s force, and Escobosa, who 
500 men surrounding Moctezuma, the 
surrender of which he demanded yes- 
terday, but at the request of promi- 
nent citizens of the town deferred hos- 
tilities until word could be obtained 
from Juarez in regard to peace nego- 
tiations. 

In addition to these important 
forces there are many scattered bands 
of smaller size, and if all are brought

SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] The United States 
Court of Appeals handed down a de- 
cision today affirming judgment of the 
jower court against the defendant 
in the suit brought by Maggie and 
John Thomas against the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake Railroad 
Company to recover $25,000 damages 
for the loss of their son in a derail- 
ment wiock near Los Angeles, March 
3, 1207 

A new trial was ordered. last year 
by the Appeal Court, and the jury 
found for the plaintiffs on the second 
triak From this judgment the rail- 
road company appealed. It appeared 


proaching a stopping place, went on 
the front platform so that he might 
be enabled to alight without delay, 
and that he was standing there when 
the derailment that caused his death 
occurred. The railroad company 
asked the lower court to instruct the 
Jury that the decedent was negligent 
in going upon the platform in de- 
fance of the rules of the company, 
and that his heirs were not entitled 
to damages, but the court refused so 
to instruct. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals \held 
that the act of the decedent did not 
constitute contributory negligence, 
and that the lower court was justified 
in refusing to give the instructions 
asked for.

AGES TWO YEARS IN DAY. 


Boy Sued for Alimony is Only 
Twenty, But Judge Declares Him to 
Be Officially Twenty-two. 

Arthur L. Eustis was yesterday 
judicially decreed to have been 21 
years old a year ago, although it is 
likely that the family Bible will now 
show that he is only 20 years of age. 
His wife filed suit against him for 
diverce some time ago and he was 
brought into court yesterday to show 
cause why attorney's fees should not 
be charged to him. 

As a defense he offered the plea 
that he was only 19 years old when he 
was married. When questioned as to 
why he had sworn that he was 21 
years old in getting a marriage li- 
cense, he said that he had left the 
space for age blank and his prospec- 
tive bride had filled it in.

EMPLOYEE BADLY BURNED. 


Wires Carrying Heavy Voltage Come 
in Contact With Pipe and Connec 
tion is Made, Creating Flame. 
Cc. M. Israel of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, residing at 
the Company’s branch office, Thirtieth 
and San Pedro streets, was severely 
burned about the face, hands, chest 
and arms yesterday as the result of 
two wires coming in contact with a 
metal pipe.

CURSE LIFTED; 
VOW FULFILLED. 


Long Beach Printer Proven 
Last Plantagenet. 


Strange Tale of Trouble for 


Black Prince's Blood. 


Generations of Misfortune to 
Clear Family Name. 


The fulfillment of a vow made years 
ago by his grandfather and handed 
down through three generations of 
trouble came yesterday to George 
Roy Anstey, a printer of Long 
Beach, with the official proofs of his 
lineal descent from the Black Prince, 
Monarch of England six centuries ago. 

With the - ponderous volume 
wrought in letters of go'd on heavy 
sheets of semi-vellunt that bear the 
taje of his lineage, it is the belief of 
Anstey that a veritable family curse 
has come to an end. Though little 
capital has been made of the fact of 
distinguished ancestry by those of the 
blood of the great Edward, ft has 
been the perverse fortune to be held 
up to a world’s ridicule as though 
they were indeed loudmouthed im- 
posters. 

Driven to fury by the jeering of 
his associates, Francis Senior Anstey, 
grandfather of the Long Beach print- 
e, swore he would clear that unde- 
served stain from the family name. 
His sons and their son’s sons took up 
the vow, which has now found fulfill- 
ment to the Anstey whose name is 
written last on the emblazoned page 
entitled, “Plantagenet Roll of the 
Blood Royal’; compiled by the Mar- 
quis de Ruvigny and Raineval 

STORY OF MISFORTUNE. 

Francis Senior Anstey, who is still 
living in Kamloops, B. C., was the 
son of the Rev. Charles Alleyne 
Anstey, M.A., master of Rugby School, 
in England. The son wasa wild blade 
and the father found that England 
was entirely too small to hold both 
himself and his wayward son. He 
settled a lump sum of $50,000 on the 
boy with the proviso that he keep 
out of England for all time. 

Francis Senior Anstey came to the 
United States about forty years ago 
and immediately proceeded to paint 
a wide swath of crimson across the 
States. He started in New York and 
was crony with’ some of the il- 
lustrious men of three decades ago. 
A man who was a great soldier and 
afterwards became President of the 
United States was a boon companion. 
When he had dissipated his fortune 
of $50,000, the elder Anstey disowned 
his son with an additional trifle of 
$10,000. 

The young man was somewhat so0- 
bered by his troubles and the action 
of his father. He came across the 
continent and settled in Vancouver. 
With his nest-egg of $10,000, he pur- 
chased a ranch at Kamloops, B. C., 
and settled down to the life of a coun- 
try gentleman. He never mentioned 
his English ancestry and least of all 
that he was a member of the 
Plantagenet royal blood. 

Several years ago he received a let- 
ter from the Marquis of Ruvigny and 
Raineval, which stated that the King 
had instructed him to trace the exact 
line of descent of the House of 
Plantagenet. As a descendant of that 
house, Anstey was asked to assist 
in any manner possible in tracing the 
family in America. 

SECRECY BROKEN, | 

Up to this time he had maintained 
secrecy in regard to his descent from 
the royal family and his neighbors 
were astonished to learn, through his 
own inquiries, that he claimed to be 
of royal blood. With the accustomed 
unbelief in such statement, the Cana- 
dian friends of Anstey began to make 
life miserable for him. Enraged at 
the flouting of his neighbors he swore 
a mighty oath that he would estab- 
lish his royal descent beyond perad- 
venture; that if he could not his sons 
would do so. From that time on 
trouble was in store for the Anstey 
family. 

One son, Charles Townsend Anstey, 
settled in Portland, Or., while there 
he met and wedded Georgina Durno 
Thayer of the Boston Thayers. At 
the same time Senator Jonathan 
Bourne of Oregon met Miss Thayer 
and became a rival of Anstey for her 
favor. The fact that Anstey claimed 
to be a descendant of the 
Plantagenet family became known and 
Anstey states that Senator Bourne 
flouted the claim. Miss Thayer flew 
to the standard of Anstey and stood 
by him. Anstey won her favor and 
she married him. To the union fotr 
sons were born, of whom George Roy | 
Anstey is the youngest. 

The family misfortunes, as though 
born of that championing of the hus- 
band’s blood, broke out afresh. There

George came to Long Beach and set- 
tled down at a tiny wage in a commer- 
cial printing establishment. 


HOLDS TO BIRTHRIGHT. 


Despite the unfortunate happen- 
ings which dogged the footsteps of 
the Ansteys when they claimed their 
royal descent, the bo still held fast 
to his birthright. He had been told 
by his grandfather of the work which 
the Marquis of Ruvigny was engaged 
upon and waited longingly for its 
completion. He was assured that 
when the records were officially pub- 


lished his involuntary claims would 
be vindicated. 
Yesterday, the first copy of the 


work was received by special post 
from London. Anstey eagerly opened 
the beautiful book and scanned the 
official line of descent of his family. 
At the very bottom of the list. as that 
of the last and youngest of the living 
Plantagenets, was his own name, 
George Roy Anstey of Long Beach,

DYNAMITE CACHE. 


BOX VISITED, CAPS AND FUSE 
SPIRITED AWAY. 


Contractor Who Discovered Box 
of Explosives Declares He Saw 
‘Them But When Deputy Sheriff 
Visits Place, They Have Disap- 
peared—fheriff Will Investigate. 


The mystery surrounding the dis- 
covery of*a box full of dynamite on 
the Malibu ranch Sunday seemed to. 
deepen yesterday instead of having 
any new light shed on it. 

The box was found by F. G. McCoy, 
a contractor, living at No. 1701 Oak 
street. He was a member of: a picnie.~ 
party and when lunch time came.be . 
saw the box in the bushes near the 
road and went to get it for a seat. 
His surprise was great when he saw 
that it contained nearly 100 pounds 
of dynamite, many caps and 100 feet 
of fuse. 

McCoy reported. the matter to 
Sheri:f Hammel who detailed Deputy 
Sheriff Reynolds to investigate it. 
Reynolds deciares he did not inform 
the Sheriff of the exact location of 
the box, yet when Reynolds went to 
the ranch he readily discovered it, 
and states that there were no caps 
or fuse. 

McCoy is corroborated by the 
friends he was with on the picnic, 
namely, E. M. Wilson of No. 1732 
Westmoreland plage, George Wallace, . 
Miss Holleran, a school teacher, and 
the members of McCoy’s and Wilson's 
families, that rue caps and fuse w ere 
there.

The only clear point about the cadéé 
is that the dynamite was concealed 
in the bushes by some one for some 
purpose. Just what this purpose was 
the Sheriff wants to know; also where 
the dynamite was obtained and by 
whom.

TELLS ON PALS. 
CHINESE SMUGGLER TESTIFIES. 

Gin Wut Wah, alias Wong Dick, 

alias Wong Chung Dock, who was 
sent to Leavenworth prison under 
sentence of eighteen months for 
bribery, and has since been pardoned 
by President Taft, was the estar wit- 
ness in the conspiracy case yesterday 
in the United District Court, before 
Judge Wellborn.

He was told by Wong Wing Hing 
that if he got into any trouble in the 
work he would be defended by a Los 
Angeles attorney who was employed 
by the year by the Chinese company.

They offered to pay him $60 for 
each Chinese laborer that Gin brought 
into the country. It was also shown 
that the defendants were working in

NO DIVORCE. 


UNSEPARATED STATE WORSE 
THAN JAIL, TOO. 


— 


New “Divorce Judge” Hands Down 
a Fresh Sertes of Dicta for the 
Fdification of Those Unhappily 
Wedded—Puts Them Into Practice 
With Two Couples. * 


That it is more punishment for a 
man to be denied the process of the 
court to obtaih a decree of divorce 
from an uneongenial spouse than to 
be sent to jail, is a deduction which 
Judge Monroe has drawn from the 
details of cases whieh have been ar- 
rayed before him since he became ‘‘H- 
voree judge” on the first ult. 

it was on this theory that he pro- 
ceeded vesterday in the cases of sev- 
eral men who were brought before 
him for contempt of court in that they 
had not carried out orders in paying 
over stipulated sums to their wives. 

When it was shown that several 
men had seen fit to disobey the man- 
dates of the court tn this manner, 
the judge gave them alternative sen- 
tences. They may pay what the court 
has ordered or they must endure for- 
ever the bonds of matrimony, which 
are sufficiently galling to cause them 
to brave the light of publicity to get 
freedotn. 

One of the cases In which this prin- 
ciple was applied was the suit of Nel- 
son Bowen against Lillian Bowen. 
The plaintiff is 60 years old and his 
wife is a gray-haired woman. They 
were married after a courtship of two 
months four years ago, and lived to- 
gether only ten months. 

Bowen was ordered some time age 
to pay $50 as attorneys’ fees, and $30 
a month for the support of his wife. 
He testified that he makes only $8 a 
week and that it cost him $6 to live. 
Evidence was then produced to show 
that he had owned a@ sawduat busi- 
ness when he married and that he 
disposed of it to his brother for $20 
shortly before his wife brought suit 
for maintenance. He declared that he 
had been employed at a small wage 
since. 

“I don’t see any use in sending you 
to jail of you won't pay,” the judge 
told him, “People whe have reached 
the age vou had before you were mar- 
ried should net be in a hurry to mar- 
ry again. If you want your divorce 
you'll have to pay this money, for I'll 
not set the case for trial until you 

Similar punishment was meted out 
to Frank Alvarado, who brought suit 
against his wife. He declared that he 
had the rheumatiem and could not 
work, as an excuse for not paving $10 
a month for the suppert of his chil- 
dren. His wife testified that he had 
declared that he was going to let his 
beard and mustache grow so as to 
impress the judge with his abject pov- 
erty. If he makes payments during 
June and July, the court will then 
consent to have the case set for trial.

WARD IS FREE. 
NO NEW EVIDENCE IN CASE. 
The closing chapter of the most sen- 
sational tragedy which has ever been 
enacted in Long Beach was yesterday 
spread on the records of Judge Willis’s 
court when he discharged George 
Richard Ward from custody. | 
Ward was recently tried on a charge 
of having murdered John Bowers, a 
beach photographer and an old friend, 
early in the morning of January 17, 
1911. The jury disagreed and the 
prisoner was remanded into.the Sher- 
iff's custody to await a new trial. 
Deputy District Attorney Horton 
appeared before the court yesterday 
and informed the judge that the office 
which he represented had not been 
able to get any new evidence. On this 
showing the judicial official decided 
that it would be useless to again sub- 
mit the case to a jury. 

Bowers left his home on January 16, 
declaring that he would not be back 
for several days.

ICKET CASES 
NEARING AN END. 


CONSPIRACY TRIAL MAY WIND 
| UP THIS MORNING. 

| 

Little Additional Evidence Is to 
Be Submitted and Argument Ex- 
pected—tlaborite, Who Denics 
Doing Picket Duty, Shown by Tes- 
timony to Have Punched 


Judging by the maes of evidence 
heard yesterday in the trial of union 
pickets before Police Judge Chambers, 
it is probable that the attorneys will 
commence their arguments this after- 
noon. The defense has little addition- 
al evidence to offer, and an effort will 
be made to finish the trial this ~—s 
ing. 

The City Prosecutor has but three 
witnesses to testify in rebuttal and 
not more than one hour will be taken 
up by them. 

The amount of evidence submitted 
in the picket conspiracy case is 
enormous for a trial involving only 
the commission of a misdemeanor. 
Por over two weeks the mill has been 
grinding. To date nearly fifty wit- 
nesses have been heard. Fifteen of 
the defendants were called to the 
Stand yesterday, making a total of 
twenty-two since the trial opened. 

Edward Bonns, called “Red Lopez” 
by his laborite friends, who has acted 
as a picket captain since the strike 
started. was called yesterday by the 
defense. He attempted to show that 
he was otherwise employed during the 
days when he was alleged to havVe 
been doing picket duty at the Baker 
Iron Works and Liewellyn’ plant. ° 

He leered at the gentlemanly ad- 
vances of Prosecuting Attorney Eddie 
to obtain information from him, and 
provoked titters from the laborite au- 
dience by his rough saliies and tame 
attempts at wit. The testimony 
showed that he acted as “ticket 
puncher” for the pickets, and had sole 
charge of recording their goings and 
comings. 

According to the attorneys for the 
defense, only a few more of the thir- 
ty-one pickets arrested for conspiracy 
three weeks ago will be put on the 
stand today. The attorneys defending 
the unionites are becoming tired of 
the fight, and are willing to lay down 
at any minute the prosecution will 
permit.

GRITTY TRUCK 
DRIVERS HERE. 


Heavy Saurer Dray Com- 
pletes Desert Journey. 


Snow-Bucking and Tree- 
Climbing Finished. 


Weetgard Maps Coast to 
Coast Highway. 


Tanned and dust-covered from ‘con- 
tact with the desert sun and sand, A. 
L. Westgard and A. €. Thompson, 
members of the party which has just 
completed the desert stretch on the 
coast to coast trip Saurer truck, ar- 
rived in Los Angeles early this morn- 
ing. 

Westgard made the trip as official 
pathfinder for the Auto Club of Amer- 
ica. Thompson {is manager of the tour. 
He is the son of W. M. Thompson, the 
western manager for the Saurer Truck 
sales department. 

The party was met at Beaumont on 
Sunday afternoon by L. H. Schwaebe 
in the old Premier Pathfinder, which 
Westgard had piloted across the con- 
tinent last fall. The truck was left at 
Beaumont-in charge of George Mc- 
Lean, who drove it across the desert. 
He will assist H. C. Brandt, the local 
agent of the truck, in giving a num- 
ber of demonstrations in the citrus 
belt before the huge truck is finally 
brought to Los Angeles, which is the 
western terminal of the long journey. 

The freighter started from Denver 
March 4, and has been plugging along 
through swamps and over rocks and 
tree stumps most of thetime since 
then. The actual running time was 
fifty-one days. The truck weighs 7700 
pounds, being equipped with a steel 
body. In addition, it carried a load 
of from one to three tons all of the 
distance. A large supply of gasoline 
Was carried en route, besides heavy 
oak timbers and full equipment for 
overcoming the mud and ruts. 

NEW COUNTRY. 

Many miles of the trip was made 
over new country that had never been 
crossed by a vehicle before. Often 
the party would have to stop and chop 
trees out of the road. At other places 
they pried loose huge boulders and 
rolled them from fm front of the truck. 

The total mileage from Denver was 
1476 miles. In the White mountains 
of Arizona the party worked fourteen 
hours with the assistance of eight 
mules to make a distance of seven- 
tenths of a mile. The roads on this 
mountain road seemed bottomless 
and several places the truck sank into 
the mire so that the body rested on 
the road. This was the shortest mile- 


age In one day. The best°day’s run of| 


the journey was the 112 miles between 
‘Globe and Phoenix. 4 

Numerous side trips were made to 
mining camps along the way for the 
purpose of demonstrating the truck. 
Thompson took orders for a number 


of the powerful machines while en 


route. 
The Saurer motor is thirty-seven- 
horse-power American rating. The 
members of the party stated that en- 
gine worked beautifully all the way 
across. It climbed every grade with- 
out a hitch. Once the heavy vehicle 
was stopped on the side of a 32 per 
cent. slope while pictures were taken. 
Only on two occasions were mules 
used to help the truck along. The 
first time was when the wheels mired 
in a bottomless road and the bed 
rested upon the ground. The other 
time was in crossing Indian Swamp 
just after being rafted across the Col- 
orado River at Ehrenburg. Here the 
water covered the hood making it im- 
possible to run the motor. 
On one stretch of the road near the 
summit of the Datils Mountains in 
New Mexico, the «ar was jumped 
along for two miles by “‘chucking the 
clutch.” Several times this engine- 
wrecking method had to be used to go 
through the deep mud. 
THE FIRST STAGE. 

The trip from Denver to Los Ange- 
les is only the first stage in the trans- 
continental tour which it is to make. 
From here the machine will be run to 
San Francisco. From there it will be 
shipped back to Denver for the jour- 
ney to the Atlantic Ocean. By far the 
worst part of the long trip is ended. 
The winter time had been selected 
as the best time for the desert trip as 
it was thought the mountain roads 
would be frozen. This did not prove 
the case, however. There was scarce- 
ly a mile on the entire distance where 
the ground was frozen hard enough 
to bear up the wheels. 
It proved the worst time of the 
year for such an undertaking. The

We do not belleve that it has been 
or will be contended that the Legis- 
lature meant that any amateur boxing 
contest, such as occur in the Y.M.C.A.

athletic clubs, or sparring exhibitions 
by non-pfofessionals, in theaters and 
places of this kind, are governed by 
this statute. Certainly it never has 
come to our knowledge that the kind 
of sparring exhibitions just referred 


-to require the payment of an annual 
nglish iicense or the examination of boxers by 


a physician, or that they be held by 
a domestic.incorporated club. 

Bills have been introduced at each 
session of the Legislature, whose ob- 
ject was to repeal the proviso above 
named and to prohibit the sparring 
exhibitions given under the terms of 
said proviso, but the Legislature has, 
in ite wisdom, failed and refused to 
modify this section, other than to pro- 
vide that these exhibitions should not 
be given on the 30th of May. 

We, therefore, conclude that for

The undisputed facts in this case 
show that each of the conditions were 
complied with by the contestants and 
there is no evidence of any circum- 
stance or act occurring to take it out 
of the ordinary class of sparring ex- 
hibitions. 

In addition to the conclusion of the
